A ChronoIoKteal Review Of Things That Have Gone 
Before, And The Trials And Tribulations Of Our 
Ancestors. As Published Serially For The

Natural History of County 
The geology of Adams county is its physical history, and has for its 
object the investigation of the causes which have produced the phenomena 
exhibited both by its exterior and interior rock formations. This history 
is written in the layers and masses of mineral m atter which constitute the 
crust of the earth comprised within the limits of the county, and becomes 
intelligible in the investigation of the successive changes to which this 
portion of the earth has been subjected. 
The first geological survey of any f 
portion of the county under govern­ 
mental direction was made in pur­ 
suance of an act of legislature dated 
March 29, 1836. by the eminent ge­ 
ologist, Prof. Henry D. Rogers, With 
the aid of a corps of competent as­ 
sistants. 
Order of Rooks 
The field work of the first season 
was sufficient to determine with cer­ 
tainty the order of the rocks of^piid- 
dle and southern Pennsylvania, and 
to establish the fact th at the South 
Mountain range belongs to the great 
Laurentian system, the oldest known 
to geologists. It also established the 
fact Adams county belongs to the 
mesozoic or medieval time of the 
earth’s history, comprising a single 
age only—the reptilian, and that the 
strata or beds lying eastward of the 
South Mountain are sedimentary, 
that they occur in long narrow 
strips parallel with the mountains 
and coast-line, occupying synclinal 
valleys formed in the course of the 
folding of the Appalachians, and 
that the twisted and disturbed con­ 
dition of the beds is due to this fold­ 
ing. 
The results of this survey to the 
state, as well as to the cause of 
geological science, were most impor­ 
tant, and served to correct several 
erroneous theories concerning the 
geology of this part of the state. It 
may with truth be asserted that this 
survey gave birth to the science of 
American structural geology. 
The act of the legislature ordering 
the

survey 
of 
Pennsylvania was passed May 14, 
1874. 
Prof. Persifer Frazer, Jr., of 
Philadelphia, was the geologist in 
charge of the York and Adams dis­ 
trict, assisted by Prof. A. E. Lehmanr 
of Lebanon, Penn. These gentlemen 
promptly commenced work in their 
district, visiting mines and impor­ 
tant exposures, taking lines of out­ 
crop, collecting specimens of rocks 
and minerals, and, after properly ar­ 
ranging and marking the same, for­ 
warding them to headquarters at

study, running lines and making 
measurements in every direction, 
gathering much valuable informa­ 
tion concerning the geology aud 
mineralogy of the district, and send­ 
ing carefully prepared reports from 
time to time of their operations.

Very full reports of the second 
geological survey have been pub­ 
lished by the state, but the facts 
and data contained in them, being 
scattered through a large number 
of volumes, which seem to be run­ 
ning through the press indefinitely, 
arc for the most part so detached 
and fragmentary as to impair seri­ 
ously their usefulness for practical 
purposes. It is to be hoped that the 
valuable information embraced in 
these voluminous reports may, with­ 
out unnecessary delay, be so con­ 
densed, arranged and published as 
to make it of interest and use to 
the general reader.

tinuation of the Pigeon hills of York 
county, and several thousand feet of 
rocks assignable to the Potsdam 
make up the mountain ridges of 
Menallen and Franklin townships 
north of the Chambersburg pike.” 
The South Mountain forms, as has 
been stated, a broken range of the 
oldest protozoic or Laurentian for­ 
mation. This consists chiefly of lay­ 
ers of metamorphic or semi-crystal­ 
line sandrock called gneiss. 
The 
principal minerals of 
importance 
are iron and copper ore. 
The out­ 
crops of these may be seen in the 
vicinity of Gettysburg. 
The soil is 
principally of three kinds, partaking 
of the character of the rock forma­ 
tions of the county. These are for 
the most part limestone, red shale, 
and trap or syenite, the disintegrat­ 
ing and wearing away of which has 
formed the soil. the abundant pres­ 
ence of iron giving the prevailing 
red color to it. 
The area of the 
county is 530 square miles.

Since the vast majority of cases 
of tinnitis are associated with deaf­ 
ness, the sufferer should have his 
ears examined.

and a diligent search for possible 
sources of infection made. 
Disease conditions in the teeth,

noises. 
Disease in other organs, such as 
the kidneys, heart arteries, certain 
nervous diseases and physical as

as mental exhaustion, may 
cause tinnitus. 
Treatment

causes, In some cases inflating the 
Eustachian tubes—in popular terms, 
blowing up the ear drums—helps. 
Sedatives 
often 
prove

Change of environment and living 
at high altitudes sometimes stops 
the ringing. 
A common but groundless belief 
is that the noises often affect the 
brain.

But Chester Erskin’s 
sensitive direction and Jo Miezin- 
er’s ornate, pleasing settings have 
lifted its level to th at of a w orth­ 
while stage product. 
Muriel Kirkland, Dorothy M at­ 
thews, Ernest Glendinning and W al­ 
ter Abel play with a fine teamwork 
th at enhances the comedy. 
Effective Lunacy 
“He” 
is 
a 
fanciful, 
whimsical 
dram a of a pair of lunatics who, be­ 
cause they do not suffer from the 
delusions of sanity, are enabled to 
perform a miracle. 
One believes 
himself to be God, and the other N a­ 
poleon. 
Both plays have their faults, but 
in 
both 
Erskin's 
direction 
has 
proved steel frameworks to make 
them worthy of consideration.
